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RED INGLE AND HIS NATURA L SEVEN, etc.: 

An Attempted Discography 

by Tor Magnusson, Sweden, and Don Peak, California, US,A» 

The discography called "The Gene Austin Recordings" (see RR, issue 199/200, June 1983, 
p. 3) will eventually be followed by a supplementary volume. Plans are to include, among 
other things, discographies of a number of Austin's side-men. One of these is 'Candy 1 Russell 
Hall who was string bass player with Austin from the fall of 193* through August 1942; the 
recordings he made during these years are listed in detail in the above mentioned disco- 
graphy. 

After having been in military service, Russell Hall became string bass player and tuba player 
m Spike Jones' City Slickers, This was around the turn of the year 1945/46, and Russell Hall 
stayed with the band for about one year. The recordings he made during that period are 
listed (but without much detail) in "Spike Jones and his City Slickers. An Illustrated Bio- 
graphy" (see RR, issue 211/312, February 19S5, p. 3). 

In late 1946 (or in early 19*7), when Red Ingle left Spike Sones 1 City Slickers to form his 
own band, RusseJi Hall joined him. At the time of this writing, we don't know for how long 
he stayed with Red Ingle, and in our preliminary Russell Hall discography (to be published in 
the above mentioned supplementary volume to "The Gene Austin Recordings") we have 
included all known recordings by "Red Ingle and His Natural Seven", "Red Ingle and His 
Orchestra", etc 

Red Ingle's discography has, to our knowledge, never been published. As we feel that such a 
listing would be of certain interest, an attempted discography is presented below, 

Ernest 3ansen 'Red' Ingle (cl, ts, v, vo) was born on November 7, 1906, In Toledo, Ohio. 
He played violin at the age of eleven and took up the saxophone at thirteen At fifteen he 
played his first professional job with Al Amato, and also played with Paul Whiteman's Ken- 
tucky Kernel. Subsequently he played in various Jean Goldkette units, and may have recor- 
ded with Bix Beiderbecke and Fr ankle Trumbauer's orchestra in May 1927 (certain disco- 
graphies say so). After a short engagement in the band of Maurice Sherman, Red Ingle 
started a long association (1931-1941) with Ted Weems, in whose orchestra he played tenor 
sax. He also took the vocals on many of the orchestra's recordings. He joined the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority as an instructor during WW2, and in 1943 became a member of Spike Jones 1 
City Slickers, Late 1946 (or early 1947) he left Spike Jones to form his "Natural Seven" In 
collaboration with Country Washburna After disbanding in 1952, he played for some time with 
Eddie Howard, Red Ingle died of an internal hemorrhage on September 7 . 1965. in Santa 
Barbara, California. (cont'd on page 4)

"AMERICA'S GREATEST BANDS" 

During the summer of 19^, the Gleason Enterprises produced a name band show called 
"America's Greatest Bands" (replacing "The Jackie Gleason Show"), presenting three to five 
bands each week, with Paul Whiteman as the Master of Ceremonies. Starting July 2, 
"America's Greatest Bands" filled the 60 minutes at 8 PM each Saturday night on the CBS 
Television Network through September 24, The broadcast ol July 30, 1925, featured the 
bands of Ted Weems, Ralph Fant, Tony Pastor, and Charlie Barnet. Red Ingle appeared in 
'Ted Weems Orchestra", and together with the band's girl vocalist he sang his first hit ol his 
own, "Temptation". 

"THE SWING IN* SIN GIN' YEARS" 

Television Kinescope, broadcasted on March 8, 1960. Issued on Video Yesteryear 511. 

A show with Ronald Reagan as the Master of Ceremonies, and including Woody Herman and 
his Herd, Ella Mae Morse and Freddy Slack, Freddie Martin and his Orchestra, Jo Stafiord, 
Ken Carpenter, Red Ingle and his Natural Seven, Eddie Howard and his Orchestra, Louis 
Dor dan and his Tympany Five with Dinah Washington, Charlie Bar net, Vaughn Monroe and the 
Moon Maids, and Stan Kenton and his Orchestra, In the Jo Stafford portion of the show, she 
is introduced by Ken Carpenter, and first sings "The Gentleman Is A Dope", accompanied by 
a band of about 15 pieces conducted by someone who at least resembles Paul Weston, 
although the conductor is uncredited She is then joined by Red IngJe, in costume, for 
"Temptation (Tim-Tayshun)' 1 , introduced by Ken Carpenter as Cinderella G. Stump and Red 
Ingle and his Natural Seven. They both sing, and ingle plays fiddle. There is a guitarist also 
visible in one shot in a costume similar to Ingle's, otherwise it appears that the balance of 
the "Natural Seven" are members of the band which accompanied Jo Stafford on her first 
number. While appearing as Cinderella C, Stump, Jo Stafford wears a ''funny" hat.

This one's a "Greatest Hits" album featuring Alabama, a 
group that has won a room full of awards in the C & W and pop 
fields. And deservedly so. 

RCA should be congratulated for perpetuating the memory of the 
late Sam Cooke. This is a two record set with many of Sam's 
hits ("Chain Gang", "Vou Send Me", "Twistin* the Night Away", 
etc.) that proves he was one of the greats from the early Rock 
and roll era. 

Hindsight (1299 Ocean Ave., Suite BOO, Santa Monica, Ca 9CM01) 
is out with another release of four items of interest to a lot of us: 
HSR-221 ; The great Jimmy Lunceford Band is featured on this one , and 
I think this is the first appearance of this band on this 
label, This Is a "live" appearance by the band. 
HSR-223: "The Singing Rage", Patti Page debuts on the label with this 
one, that is certain to make her fans happy. My memory of her 
goes back to the days when I was selling Mercury Records and 
her "Doggie" was such a smash. Lou Stein provides the backing, 
H5R-224: Make room for the Count! Bill Basie is another debut artist on 
Hindsight in this release, and it's nice to see this one, and 
hopefully there'll be more featuring this great band. 
HSR-225: lt*s gotta be "Debut Month" for Hindsight, since this one 

featuring Eddie Miller is yet another cneJ - - His tenor sax was 
an important part of the Bob Crosby band, and my memories of 
him go back to Ben Pollack days, Always thought he was 
one of the very best. This one is from the 1944-45 period. 

Just noticed I completely forget to mention that the Basle 
item above is from the 1944 period, and included are some fine vocals by 
Jimmy Rushing and Thelma Carpenter.
